Our country has come a long 


way—from primitive wilderness to 
the richest and most powerful na- 
tion in history—but not because of 
any special genius in the Ameri- 
can people, cither today or yes- 
'Pbrday. 


Rathdr it was due to the accident 


of a few great minds in colonial 
times hitting upon a scheme of 
government that had never been 
tried before. It was a government 
in which the people elected a con- 
gress to make law, elected a pres- 
l .," to c"forcc the law—but above 
both of these was established a 
constitution, with a supreme court 
to interpret it. 


This was the original govern- 
ment that permitted America to

When the people 
fell momentarily into error, or the 
congress or the president made a 
mistake, the error was caught by

Communists, overwhelmed in 
the 


election, received a .hint from their 
top labor leader today of an about- 
face on the Marshall plan. 


The Communists opposed Mar- 
shall plan aid throughout the cam- 
paign. 


Smarting from their worst de- 


feat in free voting, the Commu- 
nists also faced the possibility of 
a scries rift with some of 
their 


left wing Socialist allies.

'control of both houses of Parlia- 
ment, Giuseppe di Vittorio of the 
Communist-d o m i nated

Confederation of Labor indicated it 
wants to take a stand on Ameri- 
can aid independent of Moscow. 


Official returns on all but 155 


of the 41,647 precincts in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies election gave the 
Christian Democrats 48.7 per cent 
of the vote, a total of 12,681,527. 
The Communist-led Popular Front 
had 7,995,001, or 20.7'per'" cent." In 
third place were the anti-Commu- 
nist Socialists, with 1,848,826, 
or 
7.1 per cent. 


Final official returns on the Sen- 


ate vote gave the Christian Demo- 
crats 10,740,131, or 47.9 per cent; 
the Popular Front, 6,955,229, or 31 
per cent, and the anti-Communist 
Socialists, 1,580,722, or 7 per cent. 


Thus Premier Alcide 
de Gas- 


peri's Christian Democrats seemed 
assured of being able to form a 
government with the independent 
Socialists, with whom 
they 
are 
closely allied in the present gov- 
ernment. The Christain Democrats 
apparently do not even need the 
support of the other anti-Commu- 
nist minor parties. 


The total anti-Communist vote of 
all parties in the chamber race, on 
the basis of the nearly complect 
returns, was 17,030,386, and in the 
Senate vote, final official returns, 
15,282,502.

Plans of the Southern Governors 
Conference to block nomination of 
President Hatty S. Truman in the 
Philadelphia 
national 
convention 
were furthered at a States' Rights 
rally attended by about 500 per- 
sons in Hope city hall last night 
at which Governor Ben 
Laney 


headed a list of eight speakers. 
Talbot Feild, 
Jr., 
Hempstead 


state representative, presided over 
the meeting and introduced the gov- 
ernor. 


Governor Laney 
Mr. Laney attacked the presi- 
dent's Civil Rights program point 
by point in his address to the 11- 
counly meeting, and he charged 
that it was this program which was 
responsible for threats by negroes 
to make open resistance to selec- 
tive service, possibly the beginning 
of a nation-wide campaign of civil 
disobedience. 
"I predict," said the governor, 
"that the outbursts are only the 
beginning unless positive action is 
taken against all 
such perform- 
ances." 


"Why," asked the governor, "was 


particular emphasis placed on the 
Civil Eights program at the par- 
ticular time it was sent to con- 
gress? 


"The committee did the presi.- 
dent's bidding, 
and the president 
sent the special message in the 
hope of attracting some radical 
and negro votes, assured by his 
advisors that the South would do 
nothing about it. This was a grave 
political mistake." 


Governor Lane3r admitted 
that 
the record shows the South has 
not always been fair to the negro, 
but asserted the president's com- 
mittee report deliberately 
over- 


looked the progress that has been 
achieved in modern times by vol- 
untary and co-operative action in 
tne South; and he asserted that in 
continuance of this voluntary pro- 
gram—not the compulsion of fed- 
eral law—lies salvation. 
"We will fail," he said, "if we 


do not see that the best weapon 
we have is not political secession 
but honest and just action. 
We 
can give the negro the right to 
work without the Fair Employment 
Practices Commission which 
we 


will not accept. We can give him 
education and political rights. We 
must do this, not because we have 
to, but because only in this man-

Frankfurt, Germany, April 21 —

He heard little war talk in Rus-

he told newsmen at a Frank- 


furt airport, 
where 
he 
stopped 


briefly en route to New York. He 
flew from Frankfart to London.

Rewards totaling $110,500 were 
posted for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the would-be assassin.

He said 
Reuther would be confined in the 
hospital for several weeks.

Doctors said the fact that he was 
standing with his right side toward 
tuie window probably saved his life.

personal command of the investi- 
gation. 


Despite his serious wounds, the 
red-haired Reuther hurled defiance 
at his assailant as he lay on the 
floor in a pool of blood.

Cried.. ','They have, to shoot-.a man 
in the back. They won't come but 
in the open and fight." 


Reuther's assailant 
parked his 
car on a side street and sneaked 
up to the rear of the union leader's 
home.

Reuther was 
standing by the 


breakfast nook and was just turn- 
ing to pick up a sandwich when 
the charge hit him. It hurled him 
to the floor. 


"Tey got me, Mae," he yelled 
to his wife. 


Mrs. Reuther said she thought 
he was joking. 


"When I turned 
and saw the 
blood, I knew he wasn't kidding," 
she said. 


Three neighbor boys 
saw 
the 
assailant flee. One of them, Lewis 
Johnstone, 14, son of T. A. John- 
stone, an assistant UAW 
official, 
called to his father. 


"Daddy, daddy, Mr. Reuther has 
been shot," he shouted. 


The elder Johnstone raced to the 


Reuther home, 
accompanied 
by 
Police Lt. Joseph B. Curto who 
was in his home nearby.

Reds Halt 
River Traffic

Berlin, April 21 — (U) —Rus- 


sia halted all inland water traffic 
between eastern and western Ger- 
many, including Berlin, today. 


The Russians, who already have 


intcrferrcd with rail, air and high- 
way traffic, notified the 
British 
that the present system of issuing 
"sailing papers" was invalid and 
that a now system would be estab- 
lished. As a result, 19 barge cap- 
tains arrived in Berlin from the 
Soviet check point at Wittenberg 
on the river Elbe. They said they 
were sent to Berlin for new papers.

the president's budget figure should 
be allowed.

New York — (/P)—King Ibn Saud 


of Arabia has become an Ameri- 
can watermelon fan. 


"He rcaly goes for them," said 


Texas-born Kenneth J. 
Edwards 
director of the Saudi Arabian agri- 
cultural program. 


"All he ever had before were na- 


tive watermelons, which look more 
like gourds than watermelons. 


"Now he's anxious to get some 
big American chickens 
and 
big 
eggs, too." 


Chances are he'll get them soon. 
Edwards has just recruited 22 Tex- 
as farm experts to organize a long 
term program to develop Arabia's 
agricultural resources. 


The program, financed by royrl- 
ties from the Arabian American 
Oil Company, was decided upon by 
the king after Edwards and 
five 


other Texas farm men successfully 
developed a 3,000-acre project 
at 


Al Kharj, where Ibn Saud has a 
summer palace. 


"We introduced American varie- 
ties of watermelon, tomatoes, egg- 
plant, carrots, onions, 
pumpkins 


and 
squash," 
Edward 
said. 


"They'd never seen anything like 
them over there. 


'•The produce was divided by the 


king and Amir aud, the 
crown 
prince. 


The king got two thirds — but 


he feeds a lot of people. He has a 
court retinue of more than 2,000. 
including a lot of hungry relatives 
and desert ward heelers. 
, 
Edwards hopes that 
eventually 


i Arabia, which now has to import 
175 pei-cent of its food, wil become 
almost entirely self-sustaining. 
"It's a big country —four times 


bigger than Tex&s itself." he said 
with a note of awe that anything 
could be that large. 
"But only 


about five percent of its 1,200 000 
square miles is tillable. 


"By iifinjf better seed, some in- 


secticides, fertili/ers, fungicides, a 
small amount of machinery 
and 


only a little more water, we be- 


lieve we can increase production 
50 to 100 percent. 


"But we can't do it all for them. 


Our program is to teach them bet- 
ter methods for using the land — 
to help them to help themselves." 


The next step will be to develop 


four 
more 
large 
model 
farms 


throughout Arabia* similar to 
the 


Al Kharj project. Committees of 
Arab farmers helped pick the sites. 
At first they asked Edwards sus- 
piciously: 


"Is this just for a few pets of 


the government, or is it for all?" 


He said 
that now, 
convinced 


American farming 
methods 
will 


help make the desert bloom, 
the 


old farmers are asking: 


"Why didn't the king set up this 
program before?" 


One reason was that before Ibn 


Saud peddled his oil concessions 
the 
country's 
income depended 


chiefly on fees collected from re- 
ligious pilgrims from other Arab 
lands. 


"These people have had a long 


contest with nature even to exist," 
said 
Edwards. 
"That 
explains 


some of their characteristics. 


"It's like Biblical times. Why it 


makes your hair stand on end to 
see the opportunities 
there 
are 


there to help peopie. And those old 
Arab farmers are really grateful." 


Edwards believes the "good will 


approach through agriculture" will 
make more friends for America in
